REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not show or fairly suggest the claimed invention of a three lens 
element taking lens system having the claimed structure and claimed limitations, 
wherein a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 would be improper. Please particularly 
note the combination of claimed elements and claimed limitations, including as recited 
in claims 1,3,4,5 and 6, conditional statements which must be met by the combination 
of claimed elements', and as recited in claim 9, wherein the first and second lens 
elements, one is a glass meniscus lens element and the other a plastic meniscus lens 
element, and the third lens element is a plastic meniscus element with a specific 
orientation to the image side. The claims are further in condition for allowance in light of 
the terminal disclaimer filed on 7-8-05, as well as the certified translation of the foreign 
priority document, which negates the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), the Shinohara 
reference (U.S. Patent 6,795,253 B2). 
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Therefore, in liglit of the Applicants' arguments and/or amendments, the claimed 
invention is considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and nonobvious 
over the prior art.
